Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Concerning the 112 2nd paragraph issue, the applicant argues that 
the "pieces of information** is claimed in lines 2-3, therefore, the "pieces of Information** disclosed in lines 5-6 of claim 1 
does not lack of antecedent basis. However, the examiner explains that it is not the lack of antecedent issue she is 
focusing on. The examiner explains that the preamble lines 3-4 seems to teach that the all the information are 
transmitted. IHowever, the limitation concerning the selection device and transmission device seem to contradict with 
the preamble because the transmission device just transmits seelcted information whereas the preable 
teachestrasmittin all information. Furthermore, it is not clear if the information disclosed in the collection device are 
information received from the moving object through the transmission, or if it is received from the sensors in the 
vehicle. Applicant agrees to clarify this subject matter. Concerning the cited prior arts, the applicant argues that Ogura 
teaches information transmitted from the accident site, not from the moving object. The examiner explains that it 
appears that the vehicle 300 transmits collision information. The examiner further suggests the applicant to consider 
paragraphs 0145, 0173, 0300, 0302-0323,0307. 0314-0316. 0342-0346, 0348-0349, 0351-0352, 0365-0368, 0419, 
0436, 0511-0512, 0521, 0531, 0546, 0586. 0589. 0618-0621, 0623. 0628 of Breed et al. the paragraphs indicated 
above are relevant to the present application, in the paragraphs above. Breed teaches the ability to establish 
communication between vehicles and the ability to select urgent information to inform other vehicles of the urgent 
situation, the teaching of Ogura further teach a software module that can determines the priority of the messages, the 
module taught by Ogura can certainly be implemented in the communclation processor taught by Breed to determine 
priority information for transmission between vehicles . 
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
